There is no closure rule in 
the B.C. house. In the debate 
on second reading, which 
deals with approval in princi¬ 
ple of proposed legislation, 
each member may speak only 
once, but there is no formal 


time limit on h speech, short 
of the Speaker invoking the 
rule against tedious repeti¬ 
tion. 

Speaker Gordon Dowdtng 
repeatedly reminded Phillips 
of that rule during hip speech 
nnd once threatened to have 
the member stop his speech

B.C. Liberal leader David 
Anderson said Tuesday Pre¬ 
mier Barrett's proposal to 
ship oil from Alaska to Wash¬ 
ington state by rail comes too 
late to have any chance of ac¬ 
ceptance by the U.S. 

"Either we Indicate to the 
U.S. that we are willing to go 
for the alternative of a pipe¬ 
line through the Mackenzie 
Valley, or we will end up with 
oil tankers on the West 
Coast.” Anderson told a lun¬ 
cheon meeting of the Victoria 
Electric Cub at the Crest 
Motel. 

If Premier Barrett really 
wanted to prevent the ship¬ 
ment of oil in supertankers 
down the West Coast, he 
would throw his support be¬ 
hind the Mackenzie Valley 
proposal, he added. 

Anderson, who began a bat¬ 
tle against U.JL plans for an 
Alaska pipeline and oil tanker 
route several years ago. said 
the decision would he made 
by U.S. authorities within the 
next two months. 

"I’m afraid we’ll win or 
lose at that time. There is no 
more time left to propose al¬ 
ternatives which are bound to 
be rejected by the U.S.,” An¬ 
derson said. 

He didn't condemn Bar¬ 
rett’s rail line proposal, ad¬ 
mitting that it was “interest¬ 
ing.” but added that U.S.. 
authorities had indicated in 
the past they would not con¬ 
sider such a plan In the Inter¬ 
ests of the U.S. 

"It simply wouldn't offer

In Victoria, opposition party 
leaders flayed the proposal, 
made public by Barrett in the 
American capital earlier in 
the day. and simultaneously 
announced in Victoria and Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Only in Washington state 
was there any positive reac¬ 
tion to Barrett'8 elaborate al¬ 
ternative to tankers or a 
Mackenzie Valley pipeline, 
and evert there, the reaction 
was one more of interest than 
of firm support. 

Back in Victoria late Tues¬ 
day. Barrett deplored what he 
called the "laxity" and “timi¬ 
dity” of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment in coming up with an ah 
temative of its own. 

"There is no question that 
the federal government’s lax¬ 
ity in coming up with a posi¬ 
tive alternative has forced 
Washington to become fixed 
in its present position,” he 
told reporters. 

While saying that American 
response to his plan was fa¬ 
vorable* the premier suggest¬ 
ed that the whole idea will 
flounder unless Ottawa takes 
a positive stand. 

He said he was assured that 
if Ottawa came out strongly 
in sup|)ort of his proposal, 
"the Americans would give 
serious consideration to the 
idea.” 

"What the Americans want 
is a Canadian government 
with enough backbone to 
come up with a Canadian al¬ 
ternative. But the interpreta¬ 
tion there now is that Ottawa 
is not going lo take a leader¬ 
ship role in this matter.” 

Earlier, there had been 
these reactions: 

• In Ottawa, Environment 
Minister Jack Davis said It 
would take three years for en¬ 
vironmental and engineering 
studies of the proposal, while 
Energy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald warned the scheme 
was deficient because It would 
not serve oil deposits in the 
Canadian North. 

• In Washington. D*C. ( . 
Nixon administration officials 
gave Barrett's plan a polite 
but discouraging reception. A 
U.S. Interior Department 
statement noted that the U.S. 
government "is committed” 
to the trans-Alaska pipeline, 
but it will "examine this pro¬ 
posal and consider it as a pos¬ 
sible basis for second-stage 
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development" of Alaskan and 
northern Canadian reserves. 

The department would be 
interested In the reaction of 
the Canadian gcwemmdnt. 

• In Alaska, Gov.' VVilliarrt 
Egan rejected the scheme as

By BARBARA McUNTQCK 
Colonist Ltfislaturo Staff 
Pyramid-selling schemes in 
B.C. will be "virtually out¬ 
lawed" by legislation in¬ 
troduced in the legislature 
Tuesday by Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald. 

Macdonald said outside the 
house he hoped the legisla¬ 
tion, called the Fair Sales 
Practices Act. would be 
passed and proclaimed by the 
end of April.

OTTAWA (CP) •—< A presi¬ 
dential report to Congress on 
the Canada-United States auto 
pact shows that the price dif¬ 
ferential between cars sold in 
the two oountries widened on 
most models in 1972, the Com¬ 
mon* was told Tuesday. 

Ontario Conservative Terry 
O'Connor said the annual re¬ 
port, not yet available to the 
public, is disturbing because it 
contains facts and figures that 
indicate a reversal in the 
trend toward price parity that 
existed in the first six years 
of the 1965 auto agreement. 

On a four-door eighth 
cylinder sedan with standard 
equipment, the wholesale 
price difference was 10.9 per 
cent in 1972, up from 9.9 per 
cent in 1971, O’Connor said. 
The 1970 figure was 13.9 pet* 
cent and the 1965 dUfeitnce 
18.5 per cent. 

Trade Minister Alastair Gil¬ 
lespie said he i§ not satisfied 
with existing price differences 
but questioned whether 
O'Oonnoo’s figures dealt \xuh 
the whole automotive market,

He also contended that the 
price difference will be nar¬ 
rowed by a commitment from 
Canadian car manufacturers 
to freeze prices on their next 
models. 

Ed Broadbent (NDP—Osha- 
way-Whitby ) said Canadians 
are paying $200 to $300 more 
for the same car models be¬ 
cause of "excessive profiteer¬ 
ing" by manufacturers. 

He reedmmended ’ th6t the 
government remove the 16- 
per-cent duty on imported 
cars, thus freeing individual 
Canadians to buy car* tn the 
U.S. 

If this were done, he said, 
the dealer systems set up by 
manufacturers in Canada 
would be threatened and the 
companies would be forced to 
lower prices <>r have their 
dealers go under.

Barrett, while making his 
Washington, D.C. announce¬ 
ment, said that realization of 
the American plan to ship 
Alaskan oil to the U.S. west

IF YOU HAPPEN to be part of that very 
minute minority, the 1-don’t-Uke-Foster He¬ 
witt club, you have permission to tune out. 

With that fair warning, I turn my atten¬ 
tion to the vast majority, the I-like-Fostcr 
Hewitt club and they have permission to turn 
the volume up to ear-splitting high. 

The other night the CTV network, on its 
W5 program, passed along a Ken Lefoli inter¬ 
view with Foster Hewitt. The thing was a 
sort of tribute to Foster who Is completing 
his 50th year of hockey broadcasting. I am 
in their debt inasmuch as this piece of in¬ 
formation had completely escaped my atten¬ 
tion t>fhich in itself should be enough to 
cause at least suspension of my honorary 
chairmanship of the F. H. fan club. 

HOWEVER, if you’d been listening to 
Foster Hewitt as long as I have been listen¬ 
ing, the years just slip by and really, 50 
years? I’m amazed. It seems only yesterday 
I first thrilled to the mellifluous tones, the 
ecixting pitch, the word picture that brought 
the National Hockey League to Canada-wide 
attention, 

I first heat'd him in the early Thirties 
and his style immediately made the National 
Hockey League the greatest of sporting 
•vents. There is no doubt whatsoever that 
the game of professional hockey was built 
by Hewitt. 

The Conachers, Prlmeaus and Jacksons, 
the Schmidts, Bauers and Du marts, the 
Horners and the Shores, came alive, and 
while they were brilliant and helped make 
the game, they fell far short of Hewitt’s 
contributions. 

I RECALL having coffee with the late 
Lester Patrick many years ago. It was a 
hull session to gladden the heart of any 
hockey aficianado and Lester Patrick put 
the plaudits where they belonged. His exact 
quote escapes me now, but the gist I remem¬ 
ber. He made no bones about it -— to him, 
Foster Hewitt had built hockey to a greater 
degree than any manager, any coach, any 
player. 

Many accused him of being a homer, of 
being biased, of showing the worst partiality 
towards the Toronto Maple Leafs. Foster 
Hewitt never really refuted the allegations 
and, in fact, readily admitted it was prob¬ 
ably so. But understandably, for after all, he, 
in effect, was covering the Maple Leafs. 
Some partiality had to show through. 

THE PLAYERS? I’ve never heard a bud 
word from any player, past or present, about 
Foster Hewitt. They respected his talent, 


they knew what he was doing for their game. 

His voice, by any yardstick, is the best 
known voice in Canada’s history. His fame 
is not Canadian alone. He is known widely 
in the United States and Europe. 

But there are sides of Foster Hewitt 
known to a relatively small group of* people. 
He is, for instance, a terribly kind man. 
There is absoultely none of the prima donna 
about him. He has no false airs. He is quick 
to help out the needy, he gives of his free 
time unstintingly. 

CASE IN POINT — a Schmockey night 
presentation In Calgary during the middle 
Sixties. It was for the Heart Fund benefit 
and the organizers felt they needed a Hg 
name to help it along. I was given the chore 
of contacting Foster Hewitt and I’ll long 
remember his quick response. 

*Td be glad to help." he said. "When 
do you want me there?" 

He came to the Schmockey night, he did 
a play by play of the action for the fans in 
the rink and they loved it. He attended the 
post-game party and chin-wdfeged with the 
fajthful for hours. 

All this, mind you, in the midst of the 
hockey season. He had done a game in New 
York the night before and had to do one in 
Toronto the next night. 

BUT IT WAS FOB a good cause and he 
gave his usual sterling performance. 1 

I drove him to the airport the next morn¬ 
ing and handed him a cheque for his hotel 
accommodations. 

"Give it to the heart fund,” Foster Hewitt 
said, "they need it far more than I do." 

Actually, Foster Hewitt should have been 
given a medal for bravery long, long ago. 
The catwalk to the old Gondola in Maple 
Leaf Gardens, a narow walk 90 feet above 
the ice surface, was enough to turn the 
bravest heart beat to a quiver. Foster made 
the trip thousands of times. 

I TRIED IT once in the late Forties and 
made it — on my hands and knees. At that, 
1 was considerably better than movie tough 
guy George Raft. He ventured forth, made 
it part way across on his hands and knees 
and passed out cold. Foster and two others 
had to literally carry Raft back to safety. 

I think he’s one of our great Canadians 
and yet, for some reason, he has never 
really been given that accolade. All I know 
is that he’s been a wonderful voice for kids 
of all ages, because when it comes to hockey, 
we re all youngsters at heart. 

Fifty years of hockey broadcasting. What 
a marvelous record!

them enough security. Their 
entire oil transportation sys¬ 
tem could be upset by a rail¬ 
way strike," Anderson said. 

There are only two choices 
left, the tanker route or the 
Mackenzie Valley pipeline, he 
said, and all British Columbia 
could hope for at this point 
was to state its preference. 

"We don’t have much time. 
They (the U.S. authorities) 
want to know what we are 
willing to give up to prevent 
oil tankers from coming down 
th* Weat Coast of British Co¬ 
lumbia." 

Anderson said if Canada felt 
strongly enough about the 
matter, It should be willing to 
grant the U.S. a corridor 
through the Mackenzie Val¬ 
ley. 

Canada should give the U.S. 




assurances that "we will 
never turn off the tap" of the 
pipeline. 

Anderson conceded ' that' 
many Canadians would proba¬ 
bly oppose the idea of giving 
Americans privileges on Ca¬ 
nadian soil, but added that 
"we’ll have to fcive up some¬ 
thing." 

Recalling his past fights 
against the proposed oil 
tanker route, which began 
when he was Liberal MP for 
Esquimalt-Saanich, Anderson 
said he conducted his cam¬ 
paign as "an individual repre¬ 
senting the citizens of Van¬ 
couver Island. 

He stressed that he had 


fought the proposal by using 
’ ‘American laws, hiring 
American lawyers, arguing in 
American courts." 

The result had been that a 
U.S. Appeals Court upheld the 
case against construction of a 
pipeline from the oil fielda ot- 
Alaska to the southern port of 
Valdez from where the oil 
would subsequently have to be 
transported south via oil 
tankers. 

"Can you lmagina the 
outcry if an American legisla¬ 
tor came to Canada suing a 
Canadian cabinet minister? 
This is essentially what I 
have done," Anderson said. 

And all the time, he said, he 
received encouragement from 
U.S. congressmen, one of 
whom once told him: "Squeal, 
it’s the only way to make our 
system work:"

started in a scheme couldn’t 
start recruiting anyone for the 
level below him until he’d 
sold at least 31,000 worth of 
the goods. 

Hie purpose of this section, 
the attorney-general ex¬ 
plained, was to ensure that 
any pyramid scheme was re¬ 
ally based on the selling of 
goods in the proper retail 
manner, not on the selling of 
sub-distributorships. 

In addition, anyone involved 
in even that sort of pyramid 
scheme, right down to the 
consumer, may cancel his 
participation in the scheme at 
any time, just by giving no¬ 
tice of the cancellation. 

When any participant does 
cancel out, the distributor 
must buy back from him all 
the product he has in a sale¬ 
able condition at a price of at 
least 90 per cent of what the 
buyer paid for it in the first 
place. 

He must also pay back to 
the participant at least 9U i»er 
cent of any other consideration 
the participant paid to join in 
the scheme. 

A notice of this right to can¬ 
cel out must be placed in 
every contract of a pyramid 
distributor, and it must be "in 
a larger type than any other 
type used in the body of the 
contract." 

Recruitment practices of 
pyramid distributors may 
also be severely curtailed by 
the new law. For example, no 
one may state that "all or 
substantially all participants 
(in any sales scheme) will 
suceeed." 

Neither may he state, di¬ 
rectly or indirectly, the ap¬ 
proximate income that a par¬ 
ticipant in a pyramid scheme 
may receive. Nor may he 
give the past earnings of an¬ 
other participant unless "the 
earnings were earned within 
the province, and the earnings 
over the previous two years of 
all other participants in the 
province are disclosed.” 

The government may ap¬ 
point an inspector to be in 
charge of enforcement of the 
act. He is given wide-ranging 
powers, including those to 
summon and enforce the at¬ 
tendance of witnesses, to com¬ 
pel them to give evidence and 
produce documents during an 
investigation into any scheme 
he thinks may be operating in 
contravention of the law. 

These powers are the same 
as those given the B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court in civil matters, 
and failure to comply with 
them by anyone may mean 
they are in contempt. 

- Fines for-breaking the law 
are a minimum of $2,000 and 
a maximum of $5,000. In addi¬ 
tion. individuals involved may 
be jailed for up to a year. 

Also, the attorney-general 
may apply for a court injunc¬ 
tion to stop Immediately any 
infraction of the act. The cab¬ 
inet is given the power to des¬ 
ignate any "person or class of 
persons" a pyramid distribu¬ 
tor, as well as ones specifically 
fitting the definition in the 
act. 

Macdonald explained this 
was to allow the government 
to "cover the field" if the 
need arose, although he 
thought the definition given 
was general enough so there 
wouldn't be much need for 
special designations by cabi¬ 
net. 

He didn’t want to name any 
companies he was sure would 
be covered by the act, but 
among those he believed 
“sounded like" they fitted the 
definition were Dare to be 
Great, SM Enterprises, Gold¬ 
en Canada Products Ltd., and 
two older companies, Nutri- 
Bio Ltd., and Holiday Magic. 

He said the proposed B.C. 
law was based on one in ef¬ 
fect In Massachusetts, which 
seemed to be working well. 
The province had looked at 
Ontario's legislation which re¬ 
quired pyramid-sellers to reg¬ 
ister with the government, but 
hadn’t found it to be satisfac¬ 
tory. he said. 

Firms just hadn't rej 
tered, he said, and a dozen or 
more were still "running 
wild" in Ontario. B.C. had felt 
more stringent legislation was 
needed. 


In his objections from Otta¬ 
wa to the plan. Macdonald-

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A Plan Already Ignored 


T HE COMBINATION railroad-pipeline plan Pre¬ 
mier David Barrett has proposed for Alaska 
oil transport comes from a study started two years 
ago by an offspring of the CNR, CPR and Cana¬ 
dian Transport Commission known as the Canadian 
Institute of Guided Ground Transport which re¬ 
leased a summary report of its findings in June of 
last year. Since then five revised reports with 
greater detail have been published. 

This explains how the premier has been able to 
come up with some facts and figures in a hurry 
when, only two months ago, he all but threw up his 
hands in despair over the prospects of stopping the 
planned shipping of oil in massive quantities down 
the coast. 

He might well continue going through the 
same motions although he may not feel any longer 
that "I’m dealing with a fait accompli.. 

Perhaps it is more than political expediency in 
which he is indulging. Maybe he thinks that the in¬ 
stitute findings he has caught up with can be sold 
to the Americans. It would take more than his 
salesmanship, though, and help doesn’t appear to 
be readily available. The institute hasn’t won a 
great deal of attention in either Ottawa or Wash¬ 
ington for its work, even though it may appear to 
Premier Barrett that the best answer to a complex 
question has been found. 

A strong case foi* the institute’s railroad- 
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orthern Perspectives publication of the Canadian 
Arctic Resources Committee. In capacity, it is ar¬ 
gued, a railroad can move more oil and liquified 
natural gas than the largest (48-inch) pipeline now 
available. “Two million barrels daily, the maximum 
possible flow of a 48-inch pipeline, would fill some 
20 trains, well under the capacity of a single-track 
rail System." 

On costs, the article points out that while an 
Arctic oil railway “could be the most expensive rail 
line ever constructed” the maximum conceivable 
cost would be less than half current pipeline’es¬ 
timates. 

It makes much of the environmental question 
and says a southern terminal on the Alberta- 
Northwest Territories border (Premier Barrett 
shifts it westward to the town of Lower Post near 
the B.C.-Yukon boundary) would get it out of the 
permafrost zone where a pipeline could take over. 

A railroad would cause minimum damage to 
the ecologically delicate permafrost, it is claimed, 
with its thick, crushed rock roadbed serving as 
insulation. 

These are some of the things that: obviously 
have caught Premier Barrett’s fancy. But, as has 
been pointed out, he alone appears to have been 
stirred up by them. And he, all by his lonesome, 
isn’t about to make waves on this huge puddle. 


More Procrastination 


G overnment pbuciES that were often 
criticized by the New Democratic Party op¬ 
position before the last provincial election have in 
several instances looked different, viewed from a 
position of power. The foremost example is Pre¬ 
mier Barrett’s change of mind about the premier 
being also the finance minister: it used to be wrong 
for Premier Bennett, but now the new premier and 
finance minister finds it right and proper. 

British Columbians may well hope that thus 
emulation of the predecessor government does not 
extend to the Barrett administration’s attitude to¬ 
ward expropriation laws in the province. But it 
begins to appear that the New Democrats are 
treading the same laggard way. 

For so long have there been complaints about 
unfairness in the taking of land in the public inter¬ 
est, and about the large number of pieces of provin¬ 
cial legislation setting out the process for various 
government and Crown agencies, that there was 
widespread gratification when the Social Credit 
government established the B.C. Law Reform Com¬ 
mission to study this subject among others. 

There was commendation too when the com¬ 
mission issued a working paper eighteen months 
ago on its findings on expropriation law, seeking 
the views of public and professional bodies on this 


draft report. And there was more when, with some 
changes in response to these opinions, the commis¬ 
sion presented its final report in good time for con¬ 
sideration at last spring’s session of the legislature. 

Like the Clyne commission report on expro¬ 
priation which was presented and then shelved 
about a decade earlier, the law reform commis¬ 
sion’s study called for major changes in expropria¬ 
tion proceedings. It advocated adoption of the prin¬ 
ciple that compensation should be based on the 
value to the owner of the property being taken 
from him, and it recommended that British Colum¬ 
bia’s 60-odd laws touching on expropriation be re¬ 
placed by one. 

The report was sent to a special legislative 
rommittee for examination, but no government ac¬ 
tion on it ensued. After years of waiting and delay, 
patience was again tb be the order. One might have 
thought that the results of the election would have 
altered this situation. 

But, apparently, no. When Liberal Garde Gar- 
dom asked the attorney-general the other day if 
the government planned to initiate any action at 
the current session on the commission’s report, the 
answer was “not at this session.” 

At a fall session? Or is another commission 
report on the shelf, there to be neglected?

But as 
it provided for rigid controls 
of all prices and free bargain¬ 
ing for higher wages it was 
difficult to see how it could 
contribute to any revival of 
“industrial confidence in our 
prospects for growth.” 

The manifesto emphasizes 
the social grievances which 
really worry people: too few 
houses, inadequate transport 
services' and welfare pay¬ 
ments, and insufficient pen¬ 
sions. It then glibly suggests 
there could be more of all 
good things for ordinary peo¬ 
ple simply by taxing the 
wealthy, reducing the defence 
budget and controlling busi¬ 
ness investments. Most of 
those who went to a televized 
press conference at which the 

great compact” between the 
Labor Party and the unions 
was announced, could not fail 
to remember that only 2 , /i 
years ago Mr. Wilson himself 
was prime minister. If it was 
as simple as that, why had he' 
not managed last time?

Professor Wiliiam Shockley 
of Stanford University won a 
Nobel prize for his work on 
the development of transis¬ 
tors. Excruciated by ubiqui¬ 
tous imp music, some people 
may doubt whether transis¬ 
tors are really an unmixed 
blessing, but Leeds University 
In England evidently thought 
they were — end proposed to 
give Professor Shockley en 
honorary doctorate in reqogni- 
tion of his achievement. 

Then suddenly Leeds Uni¬ 
versity withdrew the offer, 
not because the degree com¬ 
mittee had changed its mind 
about transistors but because 
it discovered that Professor 
Shockley holds very un¬ 
fashionable views about 'in¬ 
telligence and the genetic dif¬ 
ference between races. 

What he aays, briefly, la 


that intelligence conics far 
more from heredity than envi¬ 
ronment, that Negroes as a 
race are probably less in¬ 
telligent than Caucasians 
(just as Jews may well he 
above average In in¬ 
telligence), and that, to pre¬ 
vent adverse genetic effects, 
governments might — he 
suggests this purely as a 
"thinking exercise" — offer a 
cash bonus to anybody with n 
very low IQ who would ac¬ 
cept voluntary sterilization.

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World Politics Being Shaped by Contest for Oil 


Strategic Iran 
Holds Spotlight 

By K. SUBRAHMANYAM, from Now Delhi 
Indio Is becoming Increasingly Interested In the 
way Iran is developing. The interest centres on the 
rapid pace of Iran's armament acquisitions, its mili¬ 
tary and political alignments and its oil policy. 


Iran is the third largest oil 
producer in the world, exceed¬ 
ed only by the two super¬ 
powers. In the light of the 
developing energy crisis, this 
factor alone makes it a focus 
of world strategic interest. 

Its geographical position 
also makes it important: next 
door to the Soviet Union, in 
alliance with the Western 
powers, on the IndiaivOcean, 
at the periphery of the Arab 
world and close to the world’s 
two most populous countries, 
China and India. 

Iran’s defence spending in 
1972 was estimated at $915 
million * about seven per 
cent of its gross national pro¬ 
duct. It has been spending 
well over five per cent in the 
last five years. 

Iran’s security problems 
arise from its dispute with 
neighboring Iraq on several 


issues, including the Shatt al 
Arab river, its dispqtes with 
the Arab emirates about some 
islands^) the Persian Gulf 
and BpPWtns posed by ethnic 
minorities. 

In 1945-46, Iran faced a 
major security problem when 
the Soviet Union supported 
the Communist Party and the 
autonomy movement in north¬ 
ern Azerbaijan. 

Fear of the Soviet Union 
led Iran to join die Western 
Baghdad Pact, of which the 
other members are Pakistan, 
Turkey and Britain, with the 
U.S. a close associate. 

But Soviet-Iranian relations 
have improved considerably, 
and Iran now gerts part of its 
military equipment (armored 
personnel carriers and anti¬ 
aircraft guns) from the 
U.S.S.R. 


Relations Consolidated 


With Leonid Brezhnev’s visit 
in Teheran in 1963 and the 
Shah of Iran’s visit to Moscow 
in 1965 relations between the 
two countries were consolid¬ 
ated. Since then their econ¬ 
omic links have grown signi¬ 
ficantly. 

Russia has helped Iran 
build two dams and a hydro¬ 
electric power station on the 
Aras river, set up and ex¬ 
ploited fish breeding facilities, 
dredged the Bandar Pahlavi 
lagoon, built grain silos and 
a four-million-ton still mill, 
a machine tool and heavy 
engineering plant at Arak, a 
lead and zinc concentrates 
plant, cold storage plants, 
and rebuilt the Tabiz-Julfa 
railway. 

Iran built n natural gas 
pipeline from the southern 
part of the country to the 
Soviet border, and is deliver¬ 
ing 22.6 million cubic metres 
of gas to the Soviet Union 
daily. 

Russia is the fifth largest 
exporter to Iran and the larg¬ 
est of Iranian products, ex¬ 
cluding oil. By 1980 the vol¬ 
ume of trade is expected to 
reach the $1,000-million mark. 

Russia is also to help Iran 
In its next five-year plan. On 
the Shah’s visit to Moscow 
last October a 15-yoar econo¬ 


mic and technical co-opera¬ 
tion agreement was signed. 
Obviously Russia no longer 
looms as a security threat in 
Teheran. 

Iran was widely suspected 
of helping the Kurdish rebels 
in Iraq till a settlement was 
reached betwen the Kurds and 
the Iraqi government.. Since. 
1970 the border between the 
two countries has been tense. 

Neither Iraq’s military 
strength (90,000 troops with 
conventional or obsolescent 
equipment against Iran’s 
160,000 with far more sophi¬ 
sticated equipment) nor pos¬ 
sible unrest among the ethnic 
minorities nor internal opposi¬ 
tion would warrant the arms 
program Iran is contemplat¬ 
ing. 

Last December the Iranian 
senate approved the purchase 
of $530 million worth of arma¬ 
ments. Reports from London 
and Washington indicate that 
Iran may further increase its 
outlay. 

There are reports of plans 
to buy up to 140 Phantom 
aircraft and 500 helicopter 
g unships, and to acquire an 
option on the new U.S. F-14 
and F-15 aircraft under deve¬ 
lopment along with bombs 
guided by laser beams and 
television, and air-to-air mis¬ 
siles. 


In Special Category 


These weajwns will he 
among the most sophisticated 
in the world. It is not normal 
for an advanced industrialized 
country to part with such wea¬ 
pons readily. Iran is in a spe¬ 
cial category because it is the 
main supplier of oil to the 
Western world. 

The Shah is bargaining hard 
with the oil-consuming coun¬ 
tries for higher prices and 
urging the Western oil com¬ 
panies to step up production, 
lie is also threatening to take 
them over if they do not 
satisfy his demands. All this 
means increased revenues for 
Iran. 

The U.S. is interested in get- 
- ting back part of Iran’s cam- 
m ings, and one^casy way of do¬ 
ing this is to sell sophistic¬ 
ated weaponry. This ensures 
that American influence will 
conti n ue in I ranrand -that -toe 
U.S. will get Iranian oil, of 
which it will be in sore need 
by the late seventies. 

As the world energy crisis 
deepens, West Asia is likely 
to become an area of intense 
competition among the indust¬ 
rialized powers. Russia is in¬ 
creasing its Influence in coun¬ 
tries like Iraq (with wliich it 
has a treaty of peace, friend¬ 
ship and cooperation), Syria, 
Yemen, South Yemen and 
Egypt. 

Its aim is to help these 
countries nationalize their oil 
industry and so get them as 
high a price as possihle from 
the industrialized West. 

Its object appears to be to 
get them to pipe their oil to 
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“The good listener’s through there.”

International politics in 
the next decade will be 
about economics rather 
than diplomatic prob¬ 
lems. The recurrent 
monetary crises are ob¬ 
vious cases in point, but., 
competition for the 
world’s dwindling oil re¬ 
serves is likely to assume 
equal importance. 

The warning signs have 
been around for a long time, 
hut as'long as oii was cheap 
few people took much notice. 
This winter Americans were 
shocked into a realization that 
their country was on the 
verge of an energy crisis. 

As the first prolonged spell 
of cold weather hit the Mid¬ 
western states, schools and 
factories were closed because 
of a sudden shortage of fuel 
oil. 


The immediate cause was 
the oil companies’ discovery 
that it was cheaper to pro¬ 
duce gasoline than fuel oil 
this year, leading to an arti¬ 
ficial shortage of fuel oil. The 
result has been a flurry of top- 
level research into America’s 
long-term needs. 

The U.S. consumes one-third 
of the energy the world pro¬ 
duces every year. Three years 
ago, American experts were 
predicting that by 1980 the 
U.S. would be importing 27 per 
cent of the oil it consumes 
domestically each year. That 
figure has already been equal¬ 
led and the impact forecast for 
1980 is now no less than 55 
per cent. 

★ ★ ★ 

Since over two-thirds of the 
world’s known oil reserves are 
found in the Middle East and 
North Africa this has obvious 
political implications for fu¬ 
ture American foreign policy 
in Hje area. 

The traditional super-power 
line-up in the Middle East has 
the U.S. backing Israel and 
the Soviet Union promoting 
the Arab cause. 

Saudi Arabia which sits on 
around 30 per cent of the 
world’s known reserves, has 
close ties with the U.S. hut 
the Saudis have an elderly 
ruler and 10 years is a long 
time in Arab politics. 

Even assuming cordial rela¬ 
tions with the Arab states 10 
years hence — and this will

to drive a car ia not converted 
into useful energy. It dis¬ 
appears out of the exhaust 
pipe. 

However, within 10 years, 
the chances of achieving any 
of the pipe dreams of the 
more imaginative energy 
scientists are remote. They 
must certainly seem remote 
to the Israelis. 

* ★ * 

President Nixon has made 
no secret of his desire to 
procure a settlement in the 
Middle East before his second 
term of office runs out. Such' 
a settlement is clearly in the 
long-torm interests of the U.S. 

At present the Israelis 
have never been in a stronger 
position militarily, yet this 
strength is ultimately depend¬ 
ent on the willingness of the 
Americans to keep supplying 
them with the latest military 
hardware. 

As America becomes in¬ 
creasingly dependent on the 
Arab oil-producing states for 
its galloping oil consumption, 
the present willingness to 
keep Israel supplied with the 


latest military equipment will 
Itave to be weighed agaihst a 
growing need to better rela¬ 
tions with the Arab wdrld. 

Politics in the Middle East 
are meaningless unless view¬ 
ed against the background of 
the incipient world energy 
crisis. As they look beyond 
the security of today towards 
the uncertainties of 1980. the 
Israelis have reason to be 
worried. 
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Western consumers through 
Soviet pipelines to the great¬ 
est extent possible and to up¬ 
set toe stability af Western 
balances of payments. 

In the process there may 
develop a conflict of interests 
between the U.S. on the one 
hand and Japan and Western 
Europe on the other. Iran's 
worry is not to be caught in 
any turbulance that may 
arise. 

It is toe only large producer 
off West AsiA which is not 
Arab. Its massive military 
program is a form of insur¬ 
ance against unrest in the 
region. 

U.S. interest in the area 
is obvious from the posting 
of retiring Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) chief Richard 
Helms as ambassador to Iran. 

Its willingness to sell the 

mo st sophisticated_military 

equipment to Iran ancTfhe 
interest of North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) 
Advisory Council in establish¬ 
ing a Western naval presence 
in the Indian Ocean to safe¬ 
guard oil supplies are also 
idications of this interest. * 

There is every possibility 
that West Asia will become 
an objective of big power 
years, and Iran represents 
competition in the coming 
years, and Iran represents 
the most vital stake to the 
Western powers in this region. 

The recent accusation by 
Pakistan that Iraq has been 
trying to smuggle arms to 
help the Baluchi minority in 
Iran has to be viewed against 
these developments. 


American foreign policy in 
the Middle East — the Ameri¬ 
cans will still find them¬ 
selves bidding for the oil in 
competition with Europe and 
Japan, which will both be even 
more dependent on Arab oil 
to satisfy their soaring indust¬ 
rial and domestic demand. 

OPEC —.the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries — which has been bril¬ 
liantly successful over the 
past few years in extracting 
price increases from the 
giant oil companies, will, 
without doubt, take advant¬ 
age of this situation to wrest 
further price increases for 
their product. 9 

Faced with this cheerless 
prospect, the giant oil com¬ 
panies, often with financial 
backing from worried govern¬ 
ments, have been fanning out 
across the globe in a search 
for new supplies. 

★ ★ ★ 

For Britain and Norway this 
search has already produced 
rich dividends in the North 
Sea strikes, but the finds else¬ 
where — even those on the 
North Slope of Alaska r- will 
not produce -nearly enough to 
satisfy world demand. 

Higher prices, of course, 
means that areas which were 
once thought to be unviable 
because of difficulties of ex¬ 
tracting the oil, become in¬ 
creasingly attractive financial¬ 
ly — though not, it seems, 
without a considerable poli¬ 
tical cost. 

Environmentalists have bit¬ 
terly — and thus far success¬ 
fully — fought against the 
Alaska proposal. They have 
also successfully opposed a 
big expansion of drilling off 
the U.S. east coast since they 
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sea drilling disaster which left 
part of the Californian coast 
awash with black oil. 

Growing realization that the 
world’s oil reserves are finite 
and dwindling at an ever-in¬ 
creasing rate has also spurred 
reasearch into alternative 
sources of energy. Coal is the 
most obvious candidate. The 
U.S. alone has enough re¬ 
serves to last 500 years. 

But coal-mining despoils the 
landscape and turning it into 
energy creates vast amounts 
of pollution, which is why oil 
- a cleaner and more flexible 
energy source — has become 
so popular. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nuclear energy has not ful¬ 
filled its early promise and 
again has strong opponents 
in the environmentalist lob¬ 
bies. Disposal of nuclear 
waste is perhaps the major 
long-term problem, but Ameri¬ 
cans were not amused to 
learn recently that several 
nuclear energy plants are 
sited in potential earthquake 
zones. 

Even further down the scale 
in terms of potential are 
hydro-electricity, solar energy 
and geothermal energy.' The 
main problem with hydro-elec¬ 
tric power is that there 
simply are not enough suit¬ 
able rivers to be dammend in 
the areas where they are most 
needed. 

★ ★ ★ 

Solar energy is extremely 
expensive to produce and only 
offers promise in Countries 
which are assured of almost 
constant sunshine. 

Geothermal energy - pro¬ 
duced by tapping toe heat 

below the earth's crust in 

areas where the crust is thin- 


tractive answer, but the steam 
and water tapped is saturated 
with distiled chemicals from 
the earth’s core which can 
cause serious environmental 
damage. 

★ ★ ★ 

In the long-term toe world's 
energy crisis may be solved 
by new developments in nuc¬ 
lear technology, and critics of 
the prophets of ecological 
doom like to point out that 
the funds and expertise need¬ 
ed to produce the research and 
create a new technological 
breakthrough are not likely to 
l>e forthcoming until it be¬ 
comes clear that toe world 
is going to run out of oil.

Study of Lunar Rocks 
Leads to Big Mystery 


The first general meeting of 
lunar scientists after the com¬ 
pletion of Project Apollo has 
produced a question of major 
importance -- did disaster 
•trike the moon about four 
billion years ago? 

Most scientists agree that 
something happened then, be¬ 
cause virtually all traces of 
lunar history prior to that 
period have been erased from 
the rocks brought back by six 
teams of astronauts. 


Dr. Gerald Wasserburg of 
the California Institute of 
Technology, suggested that 
the moon underwent a series 
of cataelysmio Impacts four 
billion years ago that obli¬ 
terated evidence of earlier 
lunar history by smashing 
and melting all traces of the 
primitive lunar crust. 

"It is a mystery,” said Dr. 
-Paul W. Cast. "It’s not clear 
what really happened." Gast 
is chief of lunar science at the 
Johnson Space Centre here.

that the moon was formed 
about four and a half billion 
years ago. 

Many believe the outer 
layer of the moon was molten 
at Its birth, and that this liq¬ 
uid rock solidified to form a 
primitive crust over a |>eriod 
of a few 100 million years. 


Then, according to Wasser¬ 
burg, the moon was subjected 
to tremendous meteoroid im¬ 
pacts, and the energy from 
these massive collisions melt¬ 
ed nearly all toe lunar crust. 

He believes this happened 
between four and three-point- 
ninc billion years ago, liecause 
that Is when the oldest of 
Apollo rocks solidified, with 
the exception of one labora¬ 
tory result which is in dispute.

The idea of a lunar cata¬ 
clysm at the four-blltlon-year 
time period lias touched off a 
I )ok at earth’s history around 
the same time. 

The oldest rocks found on 
earth range somewhere be¬ 
tween three - point - six and 
three-ix»int-nine billion years 
old, and some scientists have 
begun to wonder whether toe 
fact neither the earth nor the 
moon has older rocks is just 
a coincidence. 


"It is rather interesting that 
earth’s history prior to three- 
point-nine billion years ago is 
also pretty well wiped out,” 
Gast said. j 

"It is certainly a reasonable 
speculation to say that some 
of these major impacts if they 
hit the earth could have dis¬ 
rupted earth’s atmosphere 
and the oceans, and that one 
of the reasons that we have 
difficulty finding rocks that 
a^e o^der is maybe the same 
reason we have difficulty find¬ 
ing rocks that are older than 
that on toe moon.”

LCB shelves. 

A1 Levy, market manager 
of Castle Wines, said in Vic¬ 
toria Tuesday his company 
had not yet seen a copy of the 
amendments and would not 
comment until it had. 

Under the present system, 
liquor and wine firms are li¬ 
mited to a specified number 
of products. To get a now var¬ 
iety on the shelves, a firm 


must take one of its products 
off its list. 

"There’s been no recourse 
by appeal up to now against a 
board decision," said Camp¬ 
bell. "I think the provision of 
an appeal body is a healthy 
development." 

Attorney-General Alex Mac- 
dbnald said that a proposed 
three-member board of ap¬ 
peals would hear appeals 
from decisions of a general 
manager. He said William 


Bruce, now chairman and the 
sole member of the LCB, 
would likely continue as the 
general manager. 

Tom Tidball, president of 
the B.C. Hotel Association, 
said the proposed neigh¬ 
borhood pubs could affect the 
$75 million hotel industry and 
its 14,000 employees. But he 
refused to comment further 
until he had studied the s pro¬ 
posed changes.

Langer and Orville John 
Gustavson, 22, were named

Gustavson, who was await¬ 
ing a preliminary hearing on 
a charge of possession of 
heroin for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking, remains at large. 
H/CMP in Victoria and Kam¬ 
loops said Langer was found 
last Saturday in Cfearwater, 
70 miles north of Kamloops. 


They said Langer had been 
working under an assumed 
name as a lugger in Uie area 
since Feb. 23 and was asleep 
in a motel room when police 
entered.

Langer is one of five per¬ 
sons whose much-delayed pre¬

. Feb. 20 in Victoria. 

Turnham said Axhom was 
an above-average student 
with "very good” university 
prospects and “wishes to keep 
as many doors open as possi¬ 
ble.” 


He also said the landmark 
case in B.C. courts on dis¬ 
charges involved « teacher 
charged with shoplifting and 
claimed possession of can¬ 
nabis "does not have the 
same moral inquity” as shop- 
liftiny. 

But Ostler noted from 


pre-sentence report Axhom 
had acknowledged use of 
peyote and LSD and said he 
might use marijuana again. 
Axhom had testified this 
cJ meant if and when marijuana 
was made legal but the judge 
said that "I do not accept” 
that statement. 


He said there was a dnager' 
of continued use of marijuana 
by Axhom and gave .him a 
suspended sentence and a six- 
month probationary term. 

Discharges became a possi¬ 
ble penalty last July but 
Ostler said soon after they 


should never become a stan¬ 
dard sentence for any offence.

BRUSSELS (UPD — The 
United States and the other 13 
wealthiest countries in the 
world have reached broad 
agreement on how to restore 
order to the international 
money system and keep the 
dollar from a new collapse, 
European sources said Tues¬ 
day.

Details were not expected to 
become known until Friday, 
when finance ministers fronfi 
the 14 nations meet under 
“Group of 10*’ auspices in 
Paris to endorse the agree¬ 
ment. Their hope is to enable 
official money markets — 
closed since March 2 — to 
reopen with stability on 
March 19.

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TORONTO (CP) - Canadi¬ 
an importers say they have 
been hard hit by the closing of 
European foreign exchange 
operations for the second con¬ 
secutive week. 

Keith Dixon, executive sec¬ 
retary of the Canadian Im¬ 
porters Association, termed 
the situation as “bloody disas¬ 
trous.” 

“One week is bad enough — 
two weeks is awful.”

Without foreign ex¬ 
change values, importers can¬ 
not set Canadian prices. 


CARACAS (UPI) - Vene¬

last month.

The Victoria Real Estate 
Board wants the province to 
withold enactment of its con¬ 
troversial Land Commission 
Act until the fall and allow a 
legislative committee to giv* 
the public its say during the 
summer. 

It also suggests establish¬ 
ment of an advisory board to 
the commission that would be 
made up of "knowledgeable 
citizens." 

These are among recom¬ 
mendations in a brief the 
board has submitted to Agri¬ 
culture Minister David Stu¬ 
pich. The brief was drafted by 
a special board committee. 

While the board is con¬ 
cerned with the powers it sees 
in the proposed bill, it sup¬ 


ports preservation of farm¬ 
lands and is strongly opposed 
to planned anti-legislation 
demonstrations, board pres¬ 
ident Eric Charman said at a 
press conference Tuesday. 

"We’re not in any way sup¬ 
porting the view that people 
should go banging around on 
the legislature lawn in demon¬ 
stration," Charman said. 

Charman said it is the 
board's feeling that the only 
worthwhile approach to the 
matter is the advocacy of 
proper amendments to the 
bill. 


"The committee is unani¬ 
mous In its support of any en¬ 
deavor towards perservation 
of the agricultural and rural 
lands of British Columbia." 
the brief says. "However, the 
committee is not satisfied that 
it is necessary to enact legis¬ 
lation which is tantamount to 
the thin edge of the wedge of 
nationalization of the land in 
order to accomplish this 
goal." „ 

Whether the intent is there 
-or not the bill gives the gov¬ 
ernment the right to designate 
land and it could expropriate 


i t without compensation, 
"which is in effect confisca¬ 
tion," the brief says. 

It says the board would 
willingly settle for the govern¬ 
ment’s right to expropriate as 
long as there is some system 
of appeal and arbitration for 
the property owner. 

It also recommends that 
municipalities and regional 
boards be given the right to 
appeal decisions by the com¬ 
mission "where they feel the 
interests of their community 
are being affected." 

One of the first functions of 


the commission when it is 
formed should be the deter¬ 
mining of certain gross 
boundary areas, "delineating 
the areas in which the munici¬ 
palities and regional boards 
may continue to operate in a 
reasonably uninterrupted 
munner,” the brief says. 

During, the transition period 
the government should allow 
land use which conforms with 
long-range planning and exist¬ 
ing zoning programs, it says. 
At the same time, the govern¬ 
ment should have the final 
say on any new rezoning.

The | 
general distributor is at the 
top of the pyramid. 

He can recoup his invest¬ 
ment, and possibly make a 
profit, if he can recruit 
enough people, from whom he 
gets a finder’s fee. 

"We’ve never had a quarrel 
with the product,' 1 
Schwengers said, "or with the 
people who get in on the lower 
levels, paying between $100 
and $400. 

"Our argument is with the 
people who get in higher up."

The provincial government 
has recommended, as a 
"basis for discussion," that 
IHiblic health in Greater Vic¬ 
toria and Southern Vancouver 
Island become the responsi¬ 
bility of the Capital Regional 
Board. 

This would mean, among 
other things, dissolution of 
the Greater Victoria health 
b>ard which has been plead¬ 
ing for regionalization for 11 
years. 

It would also mean more 
public health workers for the 
region, changes in the cost¬ 
sharing of municipalities and 
an end to "fragmented" ser¬ 
vice, said Dennis Young, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Capital 
Region Board. 

"The government is not 
looking at a saving," Young 
said Tuesday night, "but it 
wants a better return on the 
dollar.” 

He added that the present 
setup of public health delivery 
"leaves something to be de¬ 
sired." , • 

Young made it clear the 
document prepared by the 
B.C. health department is 
only a working paper and still 
very much negotiable. Meet¬ 
ings to discuss the proposal 
will begin March 22, and cul¬ 
minate in a meeting with 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
April 2. 

At its regular meeting Tues¬ 
day, Greater Victoria health 
board did not debate the pro¬ 
posal. Chairman Ken Hill said 
he had just received the docu¬ 
ment and had not yet found 
time to study it 

Board members voted to 
meet in two weeks time to 
discuss the proposal. 

Young said Tuesday night 
that the biggest problem 
under the present set up is the 
cost-sharing disparity be¬ 
tween the municipalities of 
Victoria. Esquimalt and Oak 
Bay and the rest of the re¬ 
gion.

"Saanich taxpayers, for in¬ 
stance, pay 30 cents per capi¬ 
ta every year for public 
health, while in Victoria they 
pay $3.25. That's 10 times as 
much. 

"Victoria. Oak Bay and Es¬ 
quimalt are picking up 100 
per cent of the cost of their 
public health services, while 
In all other areas the govern¬ 
ment has been subsidizing it 
by 90 per cent. 

"This has long been a thorn 
in the side of the losing mu¬ 
nicipalities." 

Another problem that re¬ 
gionalization would iron out, 
Young said, is the side-by-side 
existence of two different 
health units — Greater Vic¬ 
toria and the unorganized ter¬ 
ritory — whereby health in- 
sj>ectors are responsible for 
certain defined aeas. 

"This leads to waste and a 
variation of the level of Ser¬ 
vice," he added. 

He said that the Greater 
Victoria health board's annual 
budget of about $1.2 million 
would probably not be re¬ 
duced.

Canada the matter of private 
swimming pool regulations 
was a matter "of very deep 
concern" in some municipal¬ 
ities. 

The committee was told 
that the question of swimming 
pool safety was not included 
in the National Building Code 
and the bylaws of most coun¬ 
cils varied greatly. 

Aldermen agreed that the 
subject was not one which 
should take up a great deal of 
study, but Daye said he would 
write letters to "selected 
areas" and ask guidance from 
the National Swimming Pool 
Association in America — an 
association of pool builders. 

In other business, concern 
among residents about the 


poor drainage and road condi¬ 
tions in Clovelly Terrace re¬ 
sulted in committee tabling 
the matter until a special 
meeting on the whole question 
of Saanich local improve¬ 
ments can be held.

RCMP S-Sgt. Ken Katzalay 
of Campbell River aaid a ser¬ 
geant and a corporal from the 
Campbell River detachment 
left Tuesday afternoon for 
Boston to seek the return of 
the pair. 

All the information for the 
arrests came from the Camp¬ 
bell River investigation. "We 
found the body on the evening 
of the 7th and the warrants 
were issued on the morning of 
the 8th (of March)," Katzalay 
said. 

Laursen's body was found 
by RCMP after hia parents 
reported him missing on Mar. 


6. Laursen had left Qualicum 
Beach for East Thurlow Is¬ 
land Feb. 10. Katzalay said it 
appeared Stevenson and Miss 
Myhres had agreed to meet 
Laursen on the island. 

"They all went there to live 
about the 10th (of Febru¬ 
ary)said Katzalay, but Ste¬ 
venson and Miss Myhres left 
two days later.

Smith’s Hill 
Lease Open 

To B.C. Tel 


Reporters got ^ a rare 
glimpse Tuesday of negotia¬ 
tions between Victoria city of¬ 
ficials and B.C. Tel represent¬ 
atives over whether a piece of 
land should be sold or leased 
to the utility company. 

Usually such negotiations 
are held behind closed doors 
and the public latpr informed 
about the outcome, but in this 
case aldermen departed from 
that procedure. 

When it was all over, the 
city’s final offer was to lease 
a parcel of land on Smith's 
Hill, a park, to B.C. Tel for an 
annual fee of 9 per cent of the 
assumed value of the land, set 
at $90,000. 

B.C. Tel needs the property 
to install a microwave tower. 
Originally, the firm offered to 
buy it from the city for $60,000, 
but the city indicated that, 
$120,000 was closer to the fig¬ 
ure it would accept. 

B.C. Tel then offered to pur¬ 
chase the land for $100,000, 
but the city said it had 
changed its mind and pre¬ 
ferred to lease the land, 
rather than sell it. 

G.Jtf Smith, B.C. Tel's di¬ 
vision manager for Vancouver 
Island, made one last attempt 
Tuesday to convince city 
council's land development 
committee that it would be 
more advantageous to the city 
to sell the land to B.C. Tel. 

Smith told aldermen that 
$100,000 would be worth more 
than $3 million if it were 
invested at 9 per cent interest 
for 40 years, the length of the 
lease proposed by he city. 

Alderman Mike Young ad¬ 
mitted that the idea sounded 
great, but he added that there 
was little chance the city 
would save the money for 40 
years. More than likely, 
'/we'd spend it tomorrow.”

"Frankly, I feel your-com 
pany is treating the city in a 
cavalier fashion and I want to 
make sure that there is i 
repetition of this." Pollen 
said. 

Based on this discussion, 
Smith will soon submit a writ¬ 
ten proposal to the city for the 
lease of the land on Smith's 
Hill, near Cook at the Saanich 
•boundary.

Company officials say they also took 
home a bumper harvest of sports fish — trout, salmon and 
steelhead — the catch, estimated at more than 40,000 fish, 
was the largest ever taken in forbstlands managed by MB. 

In announcing the company’s 1972 public access and land 
use statistics, MB’s vice-president of logging, H. R. Chisholm, 
estimated more than 103,000 British Columbians and visitors 
travelled the company roads to fish, hunt, ski, hike and 
camp. 

“The logging road system is affording the public con¬ 
stantly expanding recreational opportunities,” said Chisholm. 
"For example, in 1909 an estimated 76.522 people used MB 
roads. In 1970, the figure was 81,623, in 1971 it was 88,626. 
Now we have topped the 100,000 mark. 

"In the past 10 years more than 600,0000 persons have 
used MB roads for recreation and other purposes . • . the 
equivalent of about one-quarter of the B.C. population,” said 
Chisholm. 

He maintained it “provides clear evidence that die 
present system of forest management meets the needs of the 
public in terms of recreation, while at the^ame time making 
a vital contribution in employment and to the economy.” 

He emphasized that those figures do not tell the complete 
story. “For example, we do not know how many people have 
enjoyed acoess to some lands where no logging operations 
are being conducted. They are open to the public all day, 
seven days a week. These Include privately-owned lands in 
the Gulf Islands, the Tsable River, Squamish, Cortes Island 
and Horne Lake, as well as many smaller acreages.” he said. 

He said 1900 people used the new MB-B.C. Forest Service 
campsite at Nitinat Lake in 1972. 

★ ★ ★ 

There can be no doubt that the recreational use of log¬ 
ging roads is exploding and that logging companies, more 
and more, are helping people to enjoy the forestlands. 

But. Chisholm’s statistics about a bumper harvest of 
■ports fish can only be a very poor guesstimate, probably 
aimed at proving a jioint that people are enjoying the use of 
the logging roads already. No argument there. Vancouver 
Island recreationists would be lost without the logging areas 
which provide open spaces covering about three-quarters of 
our Island. 

But, to put it mildly, freshwater fishing last year was bad. 
Even the best anglers experienced a poor year on lakes and 
In rivers. Our King Fisherman Contest results showed the 
freshwater take down from all Vancouver Island waters. 

Bob White, who must be one of the most persistent fresh¬ 
water anglers on Vancouver Island, sums it up this way: 
"There was too much feed in the water. The heat came early 
and brought out the feed, and the heat stayed. The fish 
weren’t hungry enough." 

T would suggest, that MB has used a pyramiding system 
of recording statistics for fish harvests.

The word I get from Tsitika country adjoining the Nim- 
kish-Schoen area is that Resources Minister Bob Williams 
has put a freeze on logging just in time, or maybe a little too 
late. 

Loggers in the North Island are reported to have been 
cutting an unneccessarily wide swath of prime timber as they 
cleared a right-of-way for the new North Island highway from 
Kelsey Bay. 

Surely this North Island Higliway provided the last chance 
on Vancouver Island to have a highway which runs through 
tall timbers, something like Cathedral Grove, on the Albemi 
highway. B.C. Hydro lines have absolutely devastated the 
existing North Island route along logging roads, having cut a 
wide swath along the road system for most of the way from 
Gold River to Port Hardy, with no effort to clean up or beau¬ 
tify the mess. 

The new highway, which will be a provincial government 
road, should he designed as a beautiful drive, and we had ex¬ 
pected it would be. 

When we drove the already-built top end of this highway 
along Nimpkish Lake last fall we found timber left along both 
sides and naturally assumed that was the way the whole new 
route would be left. 

But that part of the drive was more or less scrub timber. 
When logggers got into the beautiful prime timber, our infor¬ 
mation is they hacked as big a swatch as they could. There 
isn’t much left to save. They have nearly broken through to 
Eve River logging roads, which are by no means beautiful. 

The freeze is on, and it extends right into the Eve River 
country. » 

There Is great urgency that land-use assessments by ev¬ 
eryone concerned be carried out immediately ... to preserve 
the environment, to protect wildlife, to protect the beauty of 
the area, to set aside park areas, and to get industry going 
again on a new environment-orientated management course.

REGINA (CP) The ebul¬ 
lient, demonstrative Paul Do- 
jack, familiar to thousands of 
football fans over his 20-odd 
years as a referee, has hunfe 
up his whistle. 

No more will the dean of 
Canadian Football League 
referees don the knickers and 
striped shirt, but the style 
that made him' probably the 
best known official in the 
league comes through even in 
an interview. 

Dojack will slap a knee, 
suddenly lunge forward in his 
chair, raise his voiee in ex¬ 
citement as he remembers 
the game "that’s been part of 
my life.” 

"Gosh, there have been so 
many great things that have 
happened,” he says wistfully. 
"The outstanding games, the 
outstanding players, the out¬ 
standing plays that you were 
part of. 

"The Joe Kapp types, and 
all the other wonderful color 
guys in it like Dean Griffing, 
Ann is Stukus, George Graf¬ 
ton, I^s Lear, those kind of 
guys.” 

Those days have gone for 
the man who for the last two 
years was Western supervisor 
or officials, a job taken on by 
Don King of Regina now that 
Dojack has retired. 

No more will the Angelo 
Moscas and Ron Atchisons 
stand belly-to-nose with Do¬ 
jack and "be practically 
ready to eat you up.” 

No longer will he run into 
faas like the regular in Cal¬ 
gary who bounded from the 
stands after a game. 

”lf Calgary wins, I ni just a 
great guy and he hugs me and 
pats me on the back. If it’s a 
bad game, look out.” 

To Dojack, who coached the 
junior Regina Dales and led 
them to the first national jun¬ 
ior championship in 1938. all 
those things was just part of 
the game and he never got 
ruffled. 

"You try to become im¬ 
mune to it and this is proba¬ 
bly one capacity I had. I’d 
say well, look, they’re the 
paying customers and they’re 
getting excited, getting 
worked up emotionally and 
naturally they find their own 
outlets.” 

Dojack says, officials' deci¬ 
sions can be faulted at times 
because they may not have 
been in the best position to 
see the play. 

But he said this supports 
the contention that there 
should be a sixth official on 
the field because the game is 
so technical and players can 
take advantage by screening 
an official. 

Changes were necessary in 
the part-time status of offi¬ 
cials, the recruiting and the 
officiating procedure. 

Top pay for a referee is $170 
a game plus travelling ex¬ 
penses and allowances. 

"How can a guy do An 
eight-hour-day job. flip to 


Vancouver or Calgary and do 
an officiating job. The pres¬ 
sures are pretty heavy ... 
And let's look at recruits. 
Who are they? Where are 
they? We’ve got to train 
them.” 

Dojack said there have been 
officials who weren’t suited 
for the .job "were just in 
there for notoriety" — but 
they are soon weeded out. 

"We don’t have an awful lot 
or publicity about this sort of 
thing. There are suspensions, 
there is discipline, there is ac¬ 
tion, there are lost assign¬ 
ments.” 

Another change must come 
in the method of officiating, 
he said, making it more of a 
team effort. 

"You have to work as a 
team so you’re prepared ... 
don’t let the other guy make a 
monkey of himself. If he’s out 
of position, come in and sup- 
I>ort him because if he looks 
bad you all look bad.” 

Dojack's philosophy in re¬ 
fereeing was simple: 

"Let the players play the 
igame of football. Try to have 
as few interruptions as possi¬ 
ble. You may be a little more 
tolerant in a hard-fought 
game in that no one is getting 
any distinct advantage. You 
go u-ith the flow of the 
game.” 

But there are other things 
Dojack winces at. such as the 
possibility that officiating 
might he done or helped 
through cameras. 

"I know darned well that 
I’ve got obstructions and I’ve

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OTTAWA (CP) - The fed- 
eral government’s quality 
assessment of drugs program 
— commonly called Quad 
is "one of the best of .its type 
in the world" and Health Min¬ 
ister Marc Lalonde says he's 
prepared "to take whutever 
action is necessary to ensure 
that achievemennt of its goals 
U not thwarted." 


In a 17-page statement on 


drug quality and the Quad 
program, released Tuesday, 
the minister said the program 
was planned to reduce drug 
costs. 

And he indicated that the 
government, contrary to some 
^recent criticisms, is prepared 
to put some muscle into mak¬ 
ing'it possible for provincial 
governments and other bulk 
purchasers to get savings. 

"A key element in reducing 
the price of drugs was the 


need to demonstrate to the 
health professions and bulk 
purchasers that drug brands 
of comparable quality but 
lower prices are available," 
he said. The program was set 
up to show this, starting wtth 
t h e 200 most-commonly- 
prescribed prescription drugs. 

However, because there 
now is a "lack of co-opera¬ 
tion" by large multi-national 
pharmaceutical companies to 
have their facilities evaluated 


voluntarily, the government 
"is considering other means" 
to ensure that the programs 
of quality drugs at lower costs 
are met, the minister said. 

The statement was issued 
because of criticisms by Ca¬ 
nadian newspapers, it said. 

"So far as we are aware, no 
other country has a na^onal 
drug-testing program cqpipa¬ 
rable to the Quad program," 
the minister said In the state¬ 
ment. 


Lalonde then discussed 
*even "iseucs" that had been 
raised concerning the pro¬ 
gram, and gave the depart¬ 
ment’s views on these. 

Statements that life-and- 
rieoth drugs arc available 
with only’ minimal testing 
were "unfounded," he said. 

However, the primary re¬ 
sponsibility for drug quality 
rests with the manufacturers 
and not the government, he 
said.

Scuppers Myth of Abundance

Some of the world’s most 
modern trawlers work out of 
Hull, the famed North-of- 
England fishing port.- Watch¬ 
ing them come in laden with 
cod, haddock, and halibut 
gives a misleading sense of 
abundance that masks a dis¬ 
turbing trend. 


that seafood, efficiently ex¬ 
ploited and distributed to the 
needy, could at least meet the 
world’s need for protein. 


While you admire a ship’s 
bounty, her captain brings out 
his log. This shows his crew 
must work ever harder for its 
catch. For the trawlers gener¬ 
ally, fish harvested per man- 
hour has been declining in re¬ 
cent years. Logs of vessels of 
other nations working tradi¬ 
tional Atlantic fisheries show 
similar trends. 


Statistics such as these, re¬ 
curring globally, have explod¬ 
ed what biologists call the 
"impossible dream" of the 
1950s that food from the sea 
could wipe out world hunger. 
They have tarnished the more 
realistic dream of the 1960s 


Instead of developing the 
sea’s food potential in a bio¬ 
logically sound manner, fish¬ 
ing nations have intensified 
use of traditional fishing 
grounds and species to the 
j)oint of diminishing returns. 
Now they face the choice of 
seeing the returns from fish¬ 
ing Jevel off far below what 
they could be or of changing 
their ways to make the 
fullest possible use of the 
ocean’s bounty. 

The latter course involves 
using species at which many 
fish eaters have turned up 
their noses. It means extend¬ 
ing today’s primitive aquacul¬ 
ture, the farming of the sea, 
to become a major industry. 
It calls for cheap, effective 
methods of preservir^ sea¬ 
food so it can reach needy 
people in hot countries where 
the fresh product quickly 
perishes. 


It require* greater help from 
advanced fishing nations to 
enable developing countries to 
get a better share of ocean 
products. And it demands, 
above all, gaining and using 
the biological knowledge to 
conserve the sea’s living 
abundance even while 


A metric ton is 2,205 
pounds. And those 19 billion 
tons of basic production sup¬ 
port two billion tons of animal 
products of a kind men might 
like to harvest. Today’s world 
catch of about 70 million tons 
compares rather poorly with 
such figures.

Making comparisons such 
as that is misleading. Men 
could not hope to harvest 
enough food from the sea to 
meet all needs, as biologists 
such as Rostwick H. Ketchum 
of the Woods Hole Oceanogra¬ 
phic Institution in Mas¬ 
sachusetts have frequently 
pointed out. The difficulties of 
harvesting the vast quantities 
needed are too great. But, 
Ketchum notes, when it come* 


to supplying m^hkind’s pro¬ 
tean needs, "the sea is of tre¬ 
mendous importance." 


Today’s catch could very li¬ 
kely be more than doubled. 
That is to say nothing of the 
potential of aquaculture to 

add even more to the seafood 
basket.

“People eat fish they are 
familiar with, the kinds 
mother used to serve,” says 
Ketchum. "They are reluctant 
to try new species.” In fact, 
of the more than 20,000 spe¬ 
cies in the world’s oceans, 
man exploits only a few 
dozen. 

A mere seven marine fami¬ 
lies account for some 70 per 
cent of the catch. Anchovies 
lead, followed closely by the 
herrl ng-sardine-menhaden 
family. Then comes the group 
that Includes cod, pollack, 
haddock, hake and others. 
Bottom-dwellers, such as 
plaice or flounder, are a 
minor part of the total haul. 

Now scarcity is forcing fish¬ 
ermen to think again about 
their prejudices. They have 
seen the herring go into 
eclipse in waters between Ice¬ 
land and Norway. They have 
watched the tasty haddock de¬ 
cline off North American 
shores. They have found the 
hake shoals disappearing in 
South African and South 
American fisheries. 

A long-sustained rise of be¬ 
tween six and seven per cent 
in tha annual fish catch after 
the Second World War had en¬ 
couraged fishermen to ignore 
biologists' warnings about 
overfishing a handful of spe¬ 
cies. "Many in the industry, 
and more on its fringes, just 
could not see an end to the ex¬ 
pansion,” Ketchum says. 

That was before the marked 
decline of some species snd 
before the 19*9 harvest set¬ 
back. That year the fish catch 
(ell for the first time in a gen¬ 
eration. It promptly jumped 
back to record heights in 1970 
and has climbed since then 
but at lower rate*. 

In recent years, the fantas¬ 
tic hauls of aneboveta off the 
coast of Paru have .been 
largely responsible for favdf. 
able world totals, But unfa¬ 
vorable climatio conditions 
have severely cut back on 
catches this past season. 

Meanwhile, oceanogra¬ 
phers, relieved that the myth 
of superabundance has been 
destroyed, suggest that a 
doubling at the present world 
harvest could be retched in 
the next two decades. 

While the traditiepal fishing

grounds have been largely de¬ 
pleted of certain species, 

‘ there are encouraging signs of 
plenty in the Indian Ocean. 
Other still underexploited 
areas include the Patagonian 
shelf and the coastal waters 
of Australia and New Zea¬ 
land. 

Once thought to be too tropi¬ 
cal to be a significant fish 
producer, the Indian Ocean 
basin alone should increase 
the world fish catch by a fur¬ 
ther 10 million tons a year, 
according to United Nation* 
estimate*. 

Sardinella (a type of sar- 
dine) is particularly abundant 
In the Arabian Sea. Mackerel 
and tuna are plentiful in the 
Bay of Bengal, Indeed 
throughout much of tha Indian 
Ocean. 

A natural phenomenon 
known a* upwelling, in which 
nutrient-rich waters from 
down near' the seabed are 
brought up fo the .surface, ac¬ 
counts for the good fishing in 
some of these areas. 

The rich deep waters feed 
the tiny floating plants which 
in turn are the foundation for 
the fish populations of tha 
world. A similar occurrence 
accounts for tha remarkable 
productivity, moat years, off 
the coast of Peru. It also 
takes plaoe off the west coast 
of Africa in both the northern 
and southern hemispheres, 


and to a considerable degree 
in the Antarctic. 

Even in the so-called over¬ 
fished regions there is still an 
abundance of fish which for 
the present, anyway, are not 
"socially acceptable." 

Coley is a case In point. It 
is more abundant in European 
waters than its close relative, 
the cod. But is is a black fish, 
ev en though the flesh dtself is 
white. The consumer, it 
seems, is turned off by the 
sight of a strange color. It is 
the same with sebastes. an¬ 
other cod species, but red in 
color. 

As a result, these perfectly 
good eating fish tend to be 
used for fish meal along with 
capelin, a newly tapped re¬ 
source, too easily damaged to 
be sold as fresh fish. 

It is the same in other parts 
of the world. The fertile 
George’s Bank off the north¬ 
east coast of the United States 
may have been depleted of its 
haddock. But it is far from 
depleted of its fish. The spiny 
dogfish and the smooth dog¬ 
fish are abundant there. Pre¬ 
pared correctly, they are de¬ 
cidedly tasty. But a fussy 
public tends to reject them 
because they are a small spe¬ 
cies of shark.

Then there are the under¬ 
fished long- and short-finned 
squids. Americans, by and 
large, won’t look at them. So 
a grateful Japanese fishing 
fleet moved tin last year to 
take 300 million pounds of the 
delicacy back to the restaur¬ 
ants of Tokyo and elsewhere. 

Some 500 million pounds of 
crabs are said to be there tor 
the taking off the New Eng¬ 
land coast. The tanner species 
in Alaska is another vast and 
unexploited crab resource. 
Then there are Spanish and 
jack mackerel, pollack, 
groupers, and croakers which 
the American National Fish¬ 
eries Institute classifies as 
"alternate species" suitable 
as a food source. 

Krill, a fingernail-sized 


crustacean which once sup¬ 
ported vast herds of whales 
before man decimated the 
huge mammal, thrives all 
along the Atlantic coast, and 
to a slightly less degree in 
Arctic waters, too. 

One estimate suggests that 
the krill population alone 
could increase the annual 
marine harvest by a factor of 
five. The trouble is that it has 
to be hauled from very dis¬ 
tant waters. Moreover, its 
present value to man appears 
questionable. 

A Soviet experimental fleet 
hauled in some 20 tons a day 
during a visit to the Antarctic 
last summer. These were 
pressed into 21-pound bricks 
considered to hav-* a 24-per¬ 
cent protein content. 

Whether the krill could ever 
be processed economically 
into food for human consump¬ 
tion is debatable. But it could 
l>c turned into fish meal. It 
might well be useful as a food 
for other fish raised in aqua¬ 
culture programs. 

New' varieties of fish ap¬ 
parently have been intro¬ 
duced fairly readily into the 
Soviet Union. 

Recently, the Romanians 
are reported to have placed 
specialists In seafood prepara¬ 
tion aboard six trawlers with 
instructions to try out and dis¬ 
cover suitable methods for 
preparing any and every 
species of fish caught during 
an experimental run in the 
Mediterranean. 

Then too, public taste does 
change of it£ own accord. A 
generation ago Scottish fisher¬ 
men groaned out their dis¬ 
pleasure whenever scampics 
were hauled in along with the 
whitefish they were seeking. 
All they could do was shovel 
"the little pests" back into 
the ocean. Now, however, the 
scampie, or Dublin Bay 
prawn, is 35 a plate in many 
London restaurants. And the 
Scottish fishermen complain 
when fin fist? are mixed in 
with their scampie catch.

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Routine X-Rays May Do More Harm Than Good 


WASHINGTON (DPI) 
Those regular tooth and chest 
x-rays may be more harmful 
than helpful, medical and 
technical experts told a U.S. 
Senate committee Monday. 

In fact people are subjected 
to millions to unnecded x-rays 
every year, and in one major 
study such low level radiation 


has been linked to cancer, 
they said. 

Dr. Irwin D. J. Rross of 
Roswell Park Memorial Insti¬ 
tute in Buffalo told the Senate 
commerce committee his 
study showed the link between 
x-rays,, and cancer, particu¬ 
larly leukemia, to be, as 
strong as the link between 


thalidomide and malformation 
and between smoking and 
lung cancer. 

The evidence does not in¬ 
dicate that x-rays cause 
cancer, but that in £ suscep¬ 
tible person, radiation or sim¬ 
ilar hazards appear to "trig¬ 
ger 1 ' the disease, he said. 

In the study, over 40 per 


cent more of those suffering 
from cancer or leukemia had 
been exposed to x-rays than 
those who did not have 
cancer. 

While this alone might hot 
he a conclusive link, Rross 
said that when the persons 
who would be "susceptible" to 
cancer were isolated there 


were 400 to 800 per cent more 
cancer patients who had been 
X-rayed in the group. 

There "was solid evidence 
that the relatively low dos¬ 
ages of radiation involved in 
these diagnostic x-rays pro¬ 
duced an increased risk of 
leukemia,” Rross said. 

Rross; Seymour Becker, 


chief of the Suffolk county 
(N.Y.) health department ra¬ 
diation control unit, and Rich¬ 
ard H. Sandler, energy con¬ 
sultant to Ralph Nader, all 
urged a halt to the current 
widespread use of diagnostic 
x-rays. 

"If a doctor can’t give a 
good medical justification, 


then the patient should say no 
to a routine x-ray.” Bross 
said. "The giving of routine 
chest x-rays or tooth x-rays 
every six months' as a method 
of improving herflth services 
is fading out.” 

"Before a person submits to 
an x-ray. he should ask the 
doctor If it’s needed, aRk to 


see proof that the machine is 
in full compliance with state 
standards, and finally ask if 
the doctor is qualified to take 
the x-ray," Becker said. 

"At this point we do not 
know what a 'sale level’ of 
radiation would be," Bross 
said.

EDMONTON (CP) — A full- 
range of health, education and 
social services for children, 
from infancy to eight years of 
age, is the objective of Alber¬ 
ta’s new early childhood ser¬ 
vices program, Education 
Minister Lou Hyndman said. 
Monday. 

Universal kindergartens 
will be a major component of 
the non-compulsory program, 
Hyndman said, but in its ini¬ 
tial stages the stress will toe 
on servicing children aged 43S 
to 5% who have mental, phys¬ 
ical or emotional handicaps. 

The second priority will be 
to serve children from cul¬ 
turally deprived and poverty 
homes, the minister said in 
outlining details of the pro¬ 
gram at a news conference. 

Parents will be involved too 
— they will be able to learn 
about such things as nutrition 
and other phases of child- 
rearing and help to set up the 
programs for their children. 

Hyndman said the program 


will be extended in three to 
six years and eventually will 
be available to all of Alberta’s 
31,000 children in the 4V 2 to 
5% age group, 11,500 of whom 
now are participating in some 
form of early childhood pro¬ 
gram. 

Grants of up to $280 per 
child based on 90 full days or 
180 half days will be paid by 
the education department for 
early childhood programs al¬ 
ready in existence, provided 
they fit the new program’s 
guidelines. 

School boards could apply 
for grants, as could private, 
non-profit agencies such as 
community groups or co¬ 
operative kindergartens. 

Hyndman, giving an exam¬ 
ple, said the more than 20 co¬ 
op kindergartens now operat¬ 
ing in Edmonton public 


schools could apply for 
grants. If they qualified, it 
could mean virtual elimina¬ 
tion of the $20 to $25-a-month 
fee they now charge per child. 

The public school board now 
provides classroom ‘space for 
the kindergarten when avail¬ 
able and some instructional 
material. But the kindergar¬ 
tens must hire and pay their 
own teachers. 

Hyndman said the existing 
kindergarten programs may 


require some modification — 
to include health, social and 
cultural services — before 
they qualify for ECS grants. 

Some $4.9 million has 
been set aside in the 1973-74 
provincial budget for the pro¬ 
gram, which will be co-or¬ 
dinated by the departments of 
education, advanced educa¬ 
tion, health and social devel¬ 
opment, and culture, youth 
and recreation. 

The first stage, due to start 


Spet. 1, will focus on pro¬ 
grams for pre-schoolers who 
are hard of hearing, deaf, 
partially-sighted, blind, autis¬ 
tic, psychotic, mentally re¬ 
tarded or with behavior, 
Speech, physical or perceptual 
handicaps. 

Second priority will be to 


children "from certain geo¬ 
graphical areas of the prov¬ 
ince who do not have equal 
opportunities," with certain 
school districts and urban in¬ 
ner-city areas designated for 
special attention. 

Grants will range from 
$696 for handicapped children 
to $20(/ for disadvantaged and 
other children involved in pro¬ 
grams operated by private or¬ 
ganizations.

OTTAWA (CP) - Unem¬ 
ployment took a turn tor the 
better In February, with a 
drop In the estimated jobless 
total ot 655,000 from 688.000 in 
(January, Statistics Canada re¬ 
ported Tuesday. 

The dip came despite an in¬ 
crease in the labor force to 
8,938,000 from 8,881,000 in Jan¬ 
uary. With seasonal adjust¬ 
ments to point up the underly¬ 
ing trend, the statistics 
bureau put the adjusted per¬ 
centage Tof the labor force out 
of work at 5.9, down from 6.2 
per cent in the first month of 
the year. 

British Columbia's rate 
dipped to 7.5 per cent in Feb- 
i-uary from 8 per cent in Jan¬ 
uary. It was 6.8 per cent in 
February 1972. Unemploy¬ 
ment was 81,000 compared 
with 95,000 in January, and 
the labor force 976,000 com¬ 
pared with 960,000.

Without adjustment, the 
February unemployment rate 
was 7.3 per cent compared 
with 7.7 lie* cent in January 
and 7.3 per cent in February, 
1972.

OTTAWA (CP) — Sui¬

Lincoln Alex¬ 
ander (PC Hamilton West) 
suggested that the directive 
contravenes the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Act. It states 


that jobs must be allocated on 
the basis of the suitability of' 
the applicant and that veter¬ 
ans get a preference where 
applicants have equal skills. * 
Suitability for work is still 
paramount," replied Andras. 
The order "should be taken in 
context with other earlier 


orders." He denied that the 
order contravenes the act. 

J. R. EUis (PC—Hastings) 
said the order discriminates 
against housewives, veterans 
and students. Canada Man¬ 
power centres should make 
jobs available on a first-come, 
first-served basis. 


Andras denied there is dis¬ 
crimination. 

"It’s just good sense to 
have priorities." 

John Rodriguez (NDP— 
Nickel Belt) said the order as¬ 
sures welfare recipients ^"se¬ 
cond-class rating" in th# 
search for jobs.

It’s Versatile

I did a lot of ranting in my last col¬ 
umn oh the many virtues of the tu¬ 
berous begonia, and if I seemed a bit 
overly enthusiastic in describing these 
plants, it is because I consider them the 
most colorful and versatile of any flow¬ 
er we can grow in the shade. 

Tin? begonia makes a grand house- 
plant for a cool north or east window, it 
is superb for dressing up a shaded 
porch or patio, and for open garden use, 
it is one of the very few bedding plants 
which will bloom really profusely in the 
sunless portions of the garden. 

I am often asked whether begonia 
bulbs can be planted directly in the gar¬ 
den after all danger of frost has passed, 
in the same manner as you would plant, 
say, gladiolus bulbs. This is possible, 
but from such a late start, the summer 
would be half over before you had any 
substantial display of color from your 
plants. For earlier bloom, it is best to 
give your bulbs a head start indoors or 
under glass. 

After potting up your bulbs, watering 
is critical in the early stages. When you 
first plant your bulbs, they have no liv¬ 
ing roots at all, and therefore no means 
of taking in any water except the little 
they can absorb through their skin. 

Soggy, sodden soil at this stage is 
almost certain to rot the bulbs. The 
trick here is to maintain the soil only 
just barely moist • - just enough to coax 


the roots out, so to speak •— increas¬ 
ing very gradually as the bulb acquires 
roots and topgrowth. 

Using potting soil, it isn't easy to 
maintain just the right degree of mois¬ 
ture. So, for this reason, I very much 
prefer to root my begonia tubers in 
damp peat moss. This material is 
sterile to begin with, containing.no rot 
organisms to attack the bulbs. More¬ 
over, as excess water runs straight 
through the moss and out the drainage 
hole, watering is considerab]y"4ess criti¬ 
cal. 

The peat should be just nicely moist 

neither bqne dry nor sloppy wet — 
and a good test is to grab a handful and 
squeeze. It should feel damp to the 
touch but you shouldn't be able to wring 
any water out of it. this is packed loose¬ 
ly into pots or boxes. 

Before inserting the bulbs, it is a 
good idea to give them a squirt of gar¬ 
den dust — anything you happen to 
have left over from last year’s battles 
with bugs and blights. Bulb dust is 
good, or you can use tomato dust, rose 
dust, fruit tree dust, or any of the all¬ 
purpose powders containing both a hug- 
killer and a fungicide. 

Screw thg bulbs into the damp peat 
moss with a twisting motion, pushing 
them down until the top of the bulb is 
only just barely covered. Make sure 
you plant them right side up; the dished

or concave surface is the top, the 
rounded portion is the bottom. 

Until topgrowth appears, no light is 
needed and any cosy warm spot will 
serve while the bulbs are rooting. I sit 
my box of bulbs on the workbench in 
our furnace room — the warmest room 
in the house, around 75 degrees. As 
soon as the little pink sprouts emerge 
from the bulbs, though, it will be neces¬ 
sary to shift the plants to a bright win¬ 
dow and a slightly lower temperature 
— say, arouund 60 degrees. 

During all this time, keep the peat 
moss moist but not wet. When the first 
leaves appear, the plants may be given 
a little food, ideally a few drops of liq¬ 
uid seaweed, liquid fish or liquid whale 
in water once a wee k. The same nu¬ 
trient solution may be sprayed over die 
leaves daily in the form of a fine mist. 
The inexpensive "Jet” sprayer is very 
good for this job. 

With cool conditions, free ventilation 
and plenty of daylight, the plants can 
remain in their peat moss until the 
weather is warm enough to set them 
out in their flowering positions. Take a 
good big handful of peat with each plant 
as it is dug out, and plant the peat 
along with the bulb. In this way, the 
roots suffer the least possible distur¬ 
bance and the plant should grow away 
without any setback.

The other day a young 
woman who was visiting in 
our living room brought the 
conversation around to one of 
her children, a daughter who 
was evidently quite bright and 
doing well in school. 

"You know,’* she told us, 
with a flush of pride, ‘they've 
put her in an exhilarated 
class." 

' "That sounds wonderful," I 
said, thinking how exciting it 
must be to study in an atmo¬ 
sphere of exhilaration. 

Then the mother went on 
talking about her daughter’s 
work and finally I realized it 
was an accelerated class the 
child was in, not exhilarated. 
Mentally, I gave our visitor a 
pullet surprise. 

★ ★ ★ 

I hadn’t even known of the 
pullet surprise until recently, 
when someone sent nie a copy 
of a book written some years 
ago by Amsel Greene. 

Pullet Surprise is a collec¬ 
tion of malapropisms and 
other unintentional word mis¬ 
uses by teenage students. It 
owes its title to a high school 
boy who wrote, "in 1957, Eu¬ 
gene O’Neill won a Pullet Sur¬ 
prise." 

"Here was the term," 
Amsel Greene wrote later in 


her preface, "for which I had 
been groping. 

"As the teacher of a high 
school course in vocabulary 
building, I had jotted down 
hundreds of classroom misin¬ 
terpretations for which I had 
found no name. 

''The terms boners, 
bloopers, and booboos imply 
stupidity or inadvertence, 
whereas student errors are 
often marvels of ingenuity 
and logic. 

"But pullet surprise 
sparked a Eureka response. 
Its rightness had the impact 
of revelation!” 

★ ★ ★ 

Miss Greene offered her col¬ 
lection not in ridicule but in 
wonder and delight, and ac¬ 
knowledged her debt to the 
students "who met the chal¬ 
lenge of unknown words with 
a logic and an ingenuity that 
made misinterpretations truly 
admirable.” 

Thus, she happily awarded 
pullet surprises to students 
who used such words as dere¬ 
lict, amnesia, cursory, dif¬ 
fident and cynic in the follow¬ 
ing imaginative ways: 

"We found it hard to under¬ 
stand his Scottish der¬ 
elict" . . . "The doctor said to 
take some niilk of am¬ 


nesia" . . . "Fred’s mother 
used to wash out his mouth 
with soap to curb his cursory 
tendencies” ... "He expects 
to retire and live on his dif¬ 
fidence." . . . "The Rocky 
Mountain road was the most 
cynic of our trip." . . . 

Miss Greene made a noble 
attempt to analyze and ca¬ 
tegorize the various types of 
pullet surprises, but this was 
not entirely successful. 

Mostly, they are just good 
reading. On one page, for ex¬ 
ample, I was enchanted to 
find that soldiers of high rank 
wear opulents on their 
shoulders and that space fly¬ 
ing may be affected by comic 
rays. 

★ ★ ★ 

I also read of a man who 
drove a red Chivalry and a 
woman who wore a single 
pedant on a gold chain.

A U.S. court case that^stood a good chance of giving 
birth to real counter commercials on TV has been settled 
out of court. 

The invironment group Friends of the Earth took ac¬ 
tion in 1968 against New York station WNBC-TV under the 
fairness doctrine for commercials to counter those for 
high-powered cars and leaded gasoline. 

The U.S. Federal Communications Commission threw 
out the action in 1970 but a U.S. Appeals Court later 
backed FOE and ordered the FCC to reconsider. Broad¬ 
caster claimed the result could be commercials counter¬ 
ing everything — and eventually, no commercials at all. 

FOE recently dropped its action apparently because 
the FCC is going to issue new guidelines some time this 
year for all kinds of commercials. Seems a pity the group 
didn’t hang in there. * *

North didn't like Introduc¬ 
ing his anemic heert auit at 
the two level but his only 
other choices were two or 
three clubs — both more 
distasteful. When South 
rebid clubs, North raised 
and continued to the minor- 
suit game when South ot¬ 
tered some secondary heart 
support. (On this bidding 
South’* heart aupport ia li¬ 
mited to two cards.) 

West led the spade king 
and continued three round* 
after East played high-low. 
Declarer paused for study 


Declarer was virtually 
positive that East was out of 
spades. (West had over¬ 
called and East had played 
high low.) His decision was 
whether to ruff with the 
king to prevent an overruff 
or whether to chance rufling 
with the eight. The latter 
would win . whenever West 
started with all live clubs or 
whenever the, club nine was 
with West. 

Declarer took what he 
thought was a 50-50 chance 
and rulfcd with the eight. 
East overruifed gratefully 
and the contract was down. 
A frequent result for those 
bemoaning their luck. 

Declarer ahould have for¬ 
gotten the past hands and 
played with the odds. The 
chances of West’s holding 
all five trumps were almost 
negligible and West's spade 
ovcrctll reduced his 
chances of holding the club 
nine, since he would likely 
have fewer clubs than East. 
(With the spade division 
known, there was 
"room" for clubs in East's 
hand than in West's.) 

The winning play was to 
ruff with the king and draw 
trumps. Declarer’s losing 
spade would be discarded on 
the high diamond, end the 
contract would reet on the 
winning heart finesse. 

Declarer played the hand 
very badly. However, don’t 
write the lesson off too 
quickly. Remember this 
hand when your luck is not 
going well. A bad streak af 
(fects the judgment of all 
players.

Socred Motions 
Embarrass MPs 


OTTAWA (CP) - MPs on 
the Commons welfare com¬ 
mittee found themselves in a 
dilemma Tuesday when Social 
Credit members proposed a 
potentially-embarrassing in¬ 
crease in basic oil-age pen¬ 
sions to $130 a month. 

While professing support for 
the Social Credit amendments 
to a government bill that will 
raise penion to $100 a month 
in April, Liberal and NDP 
MPs spoke against the 
changes, saying that the So¬ 
cial Credit proposals were out 
of order. The basic pension 
now is $82.88 a month. 

Liberals on the committee 
could have been embarassed 
by either voting (or the 
amendments — and thus tak¬ 
ing a position the cabinet has 
not accepted or opposing 
the proposals and risking the 
wrath of pensioners. 

The government bill was fi¬ 
nally approved by the com¬ 
mittee without change and 
now goes back to the Com¬ 
mons for third and final read¬ 
ing, without the proposed in¬ 
crease, or another Sociul 
Credit amendment that would 
have lowered the eligibility 
age to 60 from 65. 

James Walker (L—York 
Centre) set the tone of the 
hearing as he termed the So- 
c i a 1 Credit amendments 
"highly desirable and highly 
out-of-order." 

Although members from all 


parties agreed with the 
amendments, they com¬ 
plained that the proposals 
could not be acceptable. 

The proposals called for the 
increase in the pension at the 
beginning of the fiscal year 
1974-75. 

But Liberal members of the 
committee said that if the 
proposals were accepted, it 
would set a precedent that 
would allow Commons com¬ 
mittees to dictate the spend¬ 
ing of future governments.

If Premier Barrett really 
wanted to prevent the ship¬ 
ment of oil in supertankers 
down the West Coast, he 
would throw his support be¬ 
hind the Mackenzie Valley 
proposal, he added. 

Anderson, who began a bat¬ 
tle against U.S. plans for an 
Alaska pipeline and oil tanker 
route several years ago, said 
the decision would be made 
by U.S. authorities within the 
next two months. 

"I’m afraid we’ll win or 
lose at that time. There is no 
more time left to propose al¬ 
ternatives which are bound to 
be rejected by the U.S.," An¬ 
derson said. 

He didn’t condemn Bar¬ 
rett’s Tall line proposal, ad¬ 
mitting that It was ‘interest¬ 
ing." hut added that ‘U.S. 
authorities had indicated in 
the past they would not con¬ 
sider such a plan in the inter¬ 
ests of the U.S.

While saying that American 
response to his plan was fa¬ 
vorable, the premier suggest¬ 
ed that the whole idea will 
flounder unless Ottawa takes 
a positive stand. 

He said he was assured that 
if Ottawa came out strongly 
in support of his proposal, 
"the Americans would give 
serious consideration to the 
idea." 

"What the Americans want 
is a Canadian government 
with enough backbone to 
come up with a Canadian al¬ 
ternative. But the interpreta¬ 
tion there now is that Ottawa 
Is not going to take a leader¬ 
ship role in this matter."

OTTAWA ICP) — A presi- 
dential report to Congress on 
the Canada-United States auto 
pact shows that the price dif¬ 
ferential between cars sold in 
the two countries widened on 
most models in 1972, the Com¬ 
mons was told Tuesday. 

Ontario Conservative Terry 
O’Connor said the annual re¬ 
port, not yet available to the 
public* is disturbing because it 
contains facts and figures that 
indicate a reversal in the 
trend toward price parity that 
existed in the first six years 
of the 1965 auto agreement. 

On a four-door eight- 
cylinder sedan with standard 
equipment. the wholesale 
price difference wafr 10.9 per 
cent in 1972. up from 9.9 per 
cent in 1971, O’Connor said. 
The 1970 figure was 13.9 per 
cent and the 1965 difference 
18.5 per cent. 

Trade Minister AJaatftir Gil¬ 
lespie said he is not satisfied 
with existing prige differences 
but questioned whether 
O’Connor’s figures dealt with 
the whole automotive market. 

He also contended that the 
price difference will be nar¬ 
rowed by a commitment from 
Canadian car manufacturers 
to freeie prices on their next 
models. 

Ed Broadbent (NDP-Oaha- 
way-Whitby) said Canadians 
are paying $200 to $300 more 
for the same car models be¬ 
cause o? "excessive profiteer¬ 
ing" by manufacturers. 

He recommended that the 
government remove the 15- 
per-cent duty on Imported 
cars, thus freeing individual 
Canadians to buy cars in the 
U.S. 

If this were’done, he said, 
the dealer systems tkt up by 
manufacturers in Canada 
would be threatened and the 
companies would be forced to 
lower prices or have their 
dealers go under.

In fact, in some cases it will 
allow the operation of pyra¬ 
mid distributors, defined as 
persons who distribute goods 
or services through a market¬ 
ing scheme involving "in¬ 
dependent agents, contractors 
or distributors at different 
levels, where participants in 
the marketing scheme may 
recruit other partici¬ 


pants" and receive commis¬ 
sions for doing so. 

Howeygr, no pyramid dis¬ 
tributor may allow anyone in 
the scheme to begin recruit¬ 
ing other participants until 
the first person has sold, at 
the retail level goods worth at 
least 10 times as milch as his 
original Investment.

Thief

DUNCAN — It is not very 
often a man who is robbed 
will speak kindly of the thief, 
but this is precisely what hap¬ 
pened Tuesday at Duncan 
Provincial Court. 

Donald Reynolds was before 
Magistrate Lance Heard on 
six counts of theft totalling 
close to $30,000, and one of the 
witnesses to attest to Reyn¬ 
olds* character was Jack 
James, head of James Log* 
ging, one of the companies 
from which Reynolds had em¬ 
bezzled funds. James swore 
before the court as to the 
character and esteem, to 
which he still hold Reynolds, 
in spite of Reynolds’ actions 
against his business. 

"In all my years I have 
never known that to happen 
once before, where the person 
whose business has been sto¬ 
len from, has come in and 
given character evidence for 
the thief,” said defence Law¬ 
yer Cecil Branson. 

Reynolds had pleaded guilty 
last month to qix counts of 
theft involving James Logging 
Ltd., Dodds Holding Ltd.. 
Dodds Lumber Company, and 
Crofton Fabricators Ltd. 
Reynolds, a former Duncan 
accountant, had embezzled 
funds from the four compa¬ 
nies over a period of two and 
a half years. 

A pre-sentence report was 
delivered to the court and cha¬ 
racter witnesses appeared. 
^Judge Heard reserved deci¬ 
sion on the case until March 
23. H 

Branson said Reynolds still 
wishes to live in the Cowichan 
Valley, and live down many 
of the rumors which have 
been circulating about him. 

"He has been the recipient 
of much talk and rumor in the 
community, which is quite 
understandable," said Bran¬ 
son. "But he is prepared to 
stay here — to walk down the 
street and face his friends 
and enemies." 

Branson asked Heard to 
consider a probationary sen¬ 
tence, with Reynolds required 
to pay back the monies he 
embezzled "in an amount suf¬ 
ficient so it will pinch." He 
said Reynolds has already 
sold his home and raised 
$14,000 as restitution to the 
companies concerned. 

Crown prosecutor Dave Wil¬ 
liams said if tlie truth had 
been known concerning Reyn¬ 
olds’ activities in the commu¬ 
nity from January 1970 until 
he was apprehended in Oc¬ 
tober 1972, he would not have 
been thought of so well, but 
would have been character¬ 
ized as a thief. 

"He was operating in the 
realms of forgery and theft 
from a position of trust," said 
Williams. 

"This was not on an ad hoc 
basis, but was a well-devised 
plan .which extends over a 
long period of time," he said. 

Williams asked Heard to 
take into consideration the de¬ 
terrent effect of a prison sen- 
tence, saying Reynolds’ 
crimes were "too serious, too 
well thought out, and too long 
standing” for the judge to 
consider a minimal sentence.

Pair Arrested in Murder 
Of Qualicum Beach Youth 


The long arm of the law 
stretched 2,700 miles from 
Campbell River to Boston, 
Mass., Tuesday, when Boston 
police arrested a young cou¬ 
ple on Campbell River war¬ 
rants for the murder of Kent 
Tvede Laursen, 20, of Quali¬ 
cum Beach. 

Laursen's partly decom¬ 
posed body was found in a 
shallow grave on East Thur- 
low Island, about 30 miles 
north of Campbell River, a 
week ago. 

Randi Vincent Stevenson, 
19. an American, was charged 
with murder, and Louise Eli¬ 
zabeth Myhres, 24, of the 


Parksville area, with being an 
accomplice. 

RCMP S-Sgt. Ken Katzalay 
of Campbell River said a ser¬ 
geant and a corporal from the 
Campbell" "River detachment 
left Tuesday afternoon for 
Boston to seek the return of 
the pair. 

All the information for Hie 
arrests came from the Camp¬ 
bell River investigation. "We 
found the body on the evening 
of the 7th and the warrants 
were issued on the morning of 
the 8th (of March),” Katzalay 
said.

"They all went there to live 
about the 10th (of Febru¬ 
ary),” said Katzalay, but Ste¬ 
venson and Miss Myhres left 
two .flays later. Police have 
discovered no Vnotive for the 
killing. 

Katzalay said the autopsy 
showed Laursen died of "mas¬ 
sive head wounds" probably 
caused by an axe. There were 
also superficial knife wounds 
in the chest and shoulder 
areas.of the body, he said.

DUNCAN — City council re¬ 
ceived a report this week 
from its planning and develop¬ 
ment committee which may 
eventually lead to greater co¬ 
operation on a regional basis 
with adjacent organized and 
unorganized areas. 

Before the committee re¬ 
port, presented by Aid. Bob 
Young, will be adopted in its 
entirety, the committee will 
study a recommendation from. 
Aid. Martin Lukaitis who 
urged that RCMP protection, 
should be considered on a re¬ 
gional per capita costs basis. 

Two items from the report, 
dealing with a regional recre¬ 
ation commission and region¬ 
al garbage disposal, were lift¬ 
ed from the report and 
the regional jx>ard will be 
requested to consider them. 
Reporting from a recent 
meeting at Victoria between 
city council members and 
Minister of Municipal Affairs 
James Lorimer. Young stated 
that the minister would be in 
favor of the city extending its 
boundaries southward. 

"The minister told us that 
the government supports the 
regional district concept and 
strongly feels that municipal¬ 
ities and rural areas should 
use this vehicle to bring about 
better services to the area," 
Young said. 

Lorimer, according to the 
city alderman, stated further 
that the department would not 
force municipalities to extend 
their boundaries "but if they 
wish to do so, it could be done 
by holding a vote of the elec¬ 
tors in the areas concerned.” 

Quoting from the planning 
and development committee 
report. Young noted that a 
1967 City of Duncan boundary 
study, should not be released 
now, because at the time the 
study was made regional dis¬ 
tricts had not yet been es¬ 
tablished. "A number of prob¬ 
lems outlined in the study 
could probably be better re¬ 
solved by taking advantage of 
the functions of the regional 
district.” Young said. 

He continued "sewer and 
water systems have been in¬ 
stalled in the southend of the 
municipality of North Cow¬ 
ichan since the writing of the 
study and this again dilutes 
the value of the study, partic¬ 
ularly with regard to the eco¬ 
nomic aspect. The committee 
does not recommend publish¬ 
ing the 1967 study because it 
would serve no useful purj>ose 
and could be taken out of con¬ 
text."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
national Gallery of Art dis¬ 
qualified Monday 19 paintings 
once regarded as among its 
masterpieces. 

Among those taken off dis¬ 
play were two of the gallery’s 
five paintings attributed to the 
17th century Dutch painter 
Vermeer. Purchased by mul¬ 


ti-millionaire Andrew Mellon 
in the 1920s, they had been 
hanging iit the gallery he 
founded since it opened to the 
public in 1941. 

At the time Mellon acquired 
them, there were fewer than 
40 known Vermeers. The price 
Mellon paid for The Lace 
Maker and The Smiling Girl 
is not known. Both had been 


shown in European museums 
as authentic Vermeers.

Soared Motions 
Embarrass MPs 


OTTAWA (CP) — MPs on 
the Commons welfare com¬ 
mittee found themselves in a 
dilemma Tuesday when Social 
Credit members proposed a 
potentially-embarrassing in¬ 
crease in basic oil-age pen¬ 
sions to $150 a month. 

While professing support for 
the Social Credit amendments 
to a government bill that will 
raise penion to $100 a month 
in April, Liberal and NDP 
MPs spoke against the 
changes, saying that the So¬ 
cial Credit proposals were out 
of order. The basic pension 
now is $82.88 a month. 

Liberals on the committee 
could have been embarassed 
by either voting lor the 
amendments — and thus tak¬ 
ing a position the cabinet has 
not accepted — or opposing 
the proposals and risking the 
wrath of pensioners. 

The government bill was fi¬ 
nally approved by the com¬ 
mittee without change and 
now goes back to the Com¬ 
mons for third and final read¬ 
ing, without the proposed in¬ 
crease, or another Social 
Credit amendment that would 
have lowered the eligibility 
age to 60 from 65. 

James Walker (L—York 
Centre) set the tone of the 
hearing as he termed the So- 
c l a 1 Credit amendments 
“highly desirable and highly 
out-of-order.” 

Although members from all 


parties agreed with the 
amendments, they com¬ 
plained that the proposals 
could not be acceptable. 

The proposals called for the 
increase in the pension at the 
beginning of the fiscal year 
1974-75. 

But liberal members of the 
committee said that if the 
proposals were accepted, it 
would set a precedent that 
would allow Commons com¬ 
mittees to dictate the spend¬ 
ing of future governments.

Cocke agreed, but said he 
had received “hundreds and 
hundreds and hundreds” of 
letters on acupuncture, and in 
not one had there been any 
complaints of hatfm done by 
the treatment. 

Wallace was even more 
critical of chiropractors, de¬ 
scribing their practice as “re¬ 
ally a cult which is not based 
on scientific principles.” 

He cited two cases in which 
the spinal manipulation of a 
chiropractor had caused 
serious harm to patients 
whose illnesses had been mis¬ 
diagnosed by the chiropractor 
reading x-rays. 

In one case, the patient, 
who was originally suffering 
from rheumatoid arthritis had 
been left a quadriplegic after 
the treatment. 

When chiropractors were 
beginning their practices, he 
said, they had said their spi¬ 
nal manipulators could cure 
cholera and diabetes and had 
been opposed to innoculations 
and vaccinations. This was 
because they “are not medi¬ 
cal men trained in the scien¬ 
tific principles.”

Anderson: 
It’s Just 
Too Late 


B.C. Liberal leader David 
Anderson said Tuesday Pre¬ 
mier Barrett's proposal to 
ship oil from Alaska to Wash¬ 
ington state by rail comes too 
late to have any chance of ac¬ 
ceptance by the U.S. 

"Either we indicate to the
